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Banish the Luxuries. — There is ranch 
[ force in the remarks oi the Springfield ( Mass.) 
Republican on ibis subject; it 8.ay3 the 
tendency to serious financial embarrassmsnt 
is growing stronger every day, and will con- 
tinue to do so as long as our importations are 
ss large at present. Bringing down the price of 
gold for a day or two by the Government’s 
throwing gold npon the market does not tonch 
the root of the evil at all. Nearly *3, 000, 000 
in specie left New York Ia3t week, $160,000 
of which was to pay for foreign liquors, $38,- 
00ft for perfumery, $51,000 for watches and 
jewellery, and so on through the chapter. 
Why will not sensible citizens form a resolu- 
tion to eat, drink, and wear only products and 
articles of American growth and manufacture 
so long as the war shall last? The effect finan- 
cially will be most salutary, and the parties to 
each an arrangement will have quieter con- 
sciences, better health, and longer lives as re- 
wards for such patriotic conduct. Are not the 
interests at stake and the rewards in prospect 
sufficient to warrant the trial? 

We are pleased to learn from the New York. 
Times that a movement is on foot among the 
ladies of that city to diminish somewhat the 
drain of gold from the country, by agreeing 
among themselves not to use any of the ex- 
pensive fabries imported irom abroad, which 
enter so largely just now into the consump- 
tion of the country. They propose to confine 
ihemsclves, so far as possible, to the use of 
home fabrics, while the war lasts. Sach a 
movement among the ladies, if it becomes at. 

Bfeneral, will do gool in many ways. It 
fill relieve their husbands from paying a good 
many very heavy bills. It will thus keep 
gold not only within the county, but within 
their private pnrscs. And it will tend to 
build np and encourage the manufacture 
here at home, of a great many articles 
which are now imported. Few persons 
probably are aware of the extent to 
which the manufacture of a great many things 
supposed to come exclusively from abroad is 
already carried en here at home. This can 
’ and will be very much enlarged by such ac- 
tion es the ladies propose to take. We are 
told that already a great many of the silk fab- 
rics sold here as of foreign importation are 
actually made in Connecticut, and, so far as 
quality is concerned, nobody could tell the 
difference. Although the New York move- 
ment up to this time has been only a matter 
«f conversation, it is to be hoped that some 
public demonstration will take place befpre 
long in reference to a subject of such com- 
manding importance. 

Thb Spring Fashions. — A Parisian journal 
■ announces that the English ladies have de- 
termined to wear the whole of Goldsmith’s 
animated nature in their hats. Ladies have 
appeared in the Park with foxes’ heads in 
their bonnets, with pheasants wings, and 
with the heads of owls. The latter coiffure is 
particularly commended. A lady wearing an 
owl, of course more less distinctly reminds 
one of the chaste and intellectual Minerva. 

The Parisian ladies recoil from these zoo- 
logical extravagances; and the spring en- 
courages them in their disposition to the 
light, the gay, the airy, and the graceful in 
toilettes. 

The spring has vanished fars and velvet 
nnetB. It. is bringing in the par dessas of 
blaflh^ilk, and the pale tot of the same stuff 
with the dress. In dresses the newest new 
things are habits and fronts made without a 
waist. 

In hats, small passes instead of large ones. 
In pardessas , coquettish little standing collars, 
ench as appear in the Louis XV. pictures of 
the gallant abbes de boudoir, who stand beside 
the toilettes of charming margniscs, and utter 
soft nothings with an exhaustless grace. 

But the most remarkable mood of the mo- 
ment is that which has secured the social 
evils of “fancy petticoats ” — jupons we ought 
to have called them, bnt what we have writ- 
ten we have written.

SPEECH OF TI1E HON. FRANCIS KEItNAN, OF 
NEW YORK, ON THE REPUBLICAN SCHEMB 
OF RECONSTRUCTION. 

Mr. Speaker, my remarks will ba confined 
to the bill under consideration, which, in my 
judgment, involves questions of great import- 
ance, and therefore I ask the attention of the 
Donee to its provisions. It is entitled “A bill 
to guarantee to certain Statee whose govern- 
ments have been usurped or overthrown a re- 
publican form of government.” The first sec- 
tion declares that the President, with the con- 
sent of the Senate, shall appoint for each of 
these States a provisional Governor, “who 
shall be charged with the civil administration 
of such State until a State government there- 
in shall be recognized as hereinafter proviled.” 
The second section provides “that so soon 
ss the military resistance to the United States 
shall have been suppressed in any State, and 
the people thereof shall have sufficiently re- 
turned to their obedience to the Constitution 
and laws of the United State’.” the provis- 
ional Governor shall cause the Marshal of the 
United States to enroll all white male citizens 
of the United States resident in the State, and 
to request each to take the oath to support the 
Constitution of the United .States, and in the 
enrolment to designate those who take and 
those who refuse to take that oath. This en 
raiment is to be returned to the provisional 
Governor; and if the perepna taking the oath 
shall amount to one-tenth of those enrolled, 
be shall by proclamation invite the loyal peo- 
ple, of the State to elect delegates to “a con- 
vention charged to declare the will of the peo- 
ple of the State relative to the establishment 
of a State government, subject to and in esn- 
formity with the Constitution of the United 
States”’ 

By the third section the convention is to 
consist of the. number of members which con- 
stituted the last constitutional State Legisla- 
ture, who are to be apportioned by the pro- 
visional Governor among the counties of the 
State. The provisional Governor is to desig- 
nate the time and the places for holding the 
election, to appoint commissioners to hold it at 
each place for voting, and to provide an ade- 
quate force to keep the peace. 

The fourth section declares that the dele- 
gates shall be elected bv the loyal white malo 
citizens of the United States, of the age of 
twenty-one years, resident at the time in the 
district in which they shall offer to vote, and 
enrolled as aforesaid, or absent in the military 
service of the United States, and who shall 
take the oaih prescribed by the act of Con- 
gress of Joly 2, 1862. Those in the military 
service are to vote at the headquarters of their 
reepective commands, under such regulations 
as may be prescribed by the provisional Gov- 
ernor. This section further provides that no 
person who has held any office, civil or mili- 
tary, State or Confederate, under the rebel 
neui cation, or who has borne arms again6t the 
United Stales, shall vote or be elected as a* 
delegate. 

Section five provides that ^persons known 
by or proved to the commissioners holding the 
election to have held any office, civil or mili- 
tary, Sia’e or Confederate, under the rebel 
usurpation, or to have borne arms against the 
United States, shall be excluded by tho com- 
missioners from voting, although they offer to 
take the oath prescribed. 

The sixth section directs the provisional 
Governor to convene the delegates elected to 
administer to each of them the oath above 
mentioned, and he is to preside over the de- 
liberations of the convention. 

The seventh section is as follows: 

And be ii further enacted. That the convention shall 
declare, on bahalfofthe people of tho State, their nib- 
mission to the constitution and laws of the Uni -od 
Mates, andsball adopt tbe following provisions, here- 
by prescribed by the United States in the execution of 
the constitutional duty to iimrantee a republican form 
of gover lira ent to every State in this Union, and in- 
corporate them iu the constitution of the State, that is 
to say : 1. No person who has held or exercised any of- 
fice, civil or military, State or Confederate, under the 
murping power, shall vote for or be a member of tho 
Legislature, or Governor. 2. Involuntary fervituda 
ia toreVer prohibited, ami the freedom of all persons is 
guaranteed in Baid Stato. 3. No debt, State or Con* 
itdtraie, cieated by or under tho sanction of the 
usurping power, shall be recoguized or paid by the 
State. 

The eighth declares that when the conven- 
tion shall have adopted the above provisions 
“it shall proceed to re-establish a republican 
form of government and ordain a constitution 
containing those provisions,” which shall be 
submitted to the people of the State, entitled 
to vote under this suit, at an election to be held 
in the manner prescribed for the election of 
delegates. The provisional Governor is to 
canvass the votes, and if a majority th-reof 
shall be in favor of the new constitution he 
shall certify that fact to the President of the 
United States, who, after obtaining the asspnt 
ofCoDgresr, shall by proclamation reesgnize 
the government so established, and none 
other, as the constitutional government of the 
State; “and from the time of snch recognition, 
end notkefore,” the Sta’e may be represented 
in the Congress of the United States. 

By the ninth section it is provided “that if 
the convention shall refuse to re-establish the 
State government on the conditions aforesaid 
the piovisional Governor shall declare it dis- 
solved.” But the President, “whenever he 
shall have reason to believe that a sufficient 
nnmner of the people of the State entitled to 
a vote under this act, in number not less than 
one-tenth of tHo6e who voted at the presiden- 
tial electiop oi 1860, are willing to re-estab- 
lish a Srate government on the conditions 
afoiesaid,” shall direct the provisional Gov- 
ernor to order another election for delegates 
and hold another convention to proceed in tbo 
same manner as the first and upon the same 
conditit ds. 

The tenth section declares that, until a State 
govern mi nt shall be formed as above pre- 
scribed and recognized by the United States, 
the provisional Governor in each of these 
States shall "see that this act and the laws of 
the United States and the laws of the State in 
force when the State government was over- 
thrown by the rebellion are faithfully execut- 
ed;” but no law or usage whereby any per- 
son was held to involuntary eervico shall be 
recognized or enforced by any court or officer 
in such State: and it directs the President of 
the United States to “appoint such officers 
provided for by the laws of the State when its 
government was overthrown as he may Sad 
necessary to the civil administration of the 
Sta'e, all which officers shall be entitled to re- 
ceive the fees and emoluments provided by 
the State laws for such officers.” 

The eleventh section provides that until the 
recognition of tho State government as afore- 
said “the provisional Governor shall, under 
tuch regulations as he may prescribe, cause to 
be assessed, levied, and collected for the year 
1864, and every year thereafter, the tares 
provided by the laws of such State to be 
levied daring the fiscal year preceding the 
overthrow of the State government, in the 
manner prescribed by the laws of the State 
as nearly as may be; and the officers appoint- 
ed ns aforesaid are vested with all the powers 
of levying and collecting such taxes by dis- 
tress or sale as were vested in any officers or 
tribunals of the State governments as afore- 
said for those purposes ” These taxes are to 
be applied by the provisional Governor, un- 
der the direction of the President, to paying 
the expenses of administering the laws ot the 
State, and the surplus to be paid into tho 
Treasury of tho United States, to be paid to 
the 8tate when it 6ball establish a State gov- 
ernment cn the conditions prescribed by the 
act. 

The twelfth and thirteenth sections eman- 
cipate all persons held to involuntary service 
in these States; declare them and their pos- 
terity forever free; provide that the writ of 
habeas corpus 6hall be issued to liberate them 
if. restrained of their liberty, and subjects 
pertona restraining them of their liberty to 
pneiskment by fine and imprisonment. 

The fourteenth section is that every person 
w ho shall hereafter hold or exercise any office 
civil or military in the rebel service, State or 
Confederate, is hereby declared not to bo a 
citizen of the United States. 

It will be observed, Mr. Speaker, that this is 
not a bill which is to be applicable to these 
States only while rebellion and military re- 
sistance against the authority of the United 
States exists within them, nor is it applicable 
on ly to the people in those States who are dis- 
loyal to the Federal Government. On the 
coDirary, its leading provisions are to become 
applicable to these States, in the language of 
its second section, “When military resistance 
to toe United States shall have been sup- 
pressed in any State, and the people thereof 
shall have sufficiently returned to their obe- 
dience to the constitution and laws of the 
United States.” According to the bill, when 
that time, eo much to bo desired by every 
lover of his country, shall arrive, the loyal 
people in these States, those who are recog- 
nized by this bill as loyal citizens ot the 
United States, qualified to vote and 
administer their State governments, are 
not to be permitted to resume and exercise 
the right of local State government in accord- 
ance with the State constitution and laws ex- 
isting when the rebellion broke out, they are 
not to be allowed to make a new State con- 
stitution subject only to the Constitution of 
the United States; bnt, on the contrary, they 
are to be ruled over and their local State gov- 
ernment administered -by a provisional Gov- 
ernor and officers appointed by the President, 
until they consent to and do snake a new con- 
stitution for their State in accordance with 
the dictation of the Piesident and Congress as 
to certain matters. 

Although the rebellious power is over- 
thrown — as it must be in the State before the 
kill C8n go into operation; although all re- 
sistance to the Federal Government is sap- 
pi essed; although the people have returned to 
U efr obedience to tbe Constitution and laws 
of tbo United States; nevertheless, unless 
t! ey make a constitution containing the three 
provisions prescribed in this bill, they are to 
ke governed by officers appointed by the Pres- 
ident, who is to fill all the civil offices pro- 
vided for by the State laws which were in 
force when the rebellion began. These offi- 
cers are to execute the State laws; r.nd there 



is to be no power within the State to change 
or alter these laws. 

I call attention to this bill because, as was 
said last evening by the gentleman from Penn- 
ey lvania [Mr. Stevens], this bill recognizes 
that these States are ia existence, and that 
their respective State constitutions and laws 
are in force the moment the usurped power 
of those in rebellion is overthrown, and the 
offices created by the constitution and laws of 
the State are to be filled by the President, the 
fees authorized by the State laws are to be 
paid to these appointees, taxes are to Bfe levied 
and collected by virtue of State laws, the 
State Ibwb are to be enforced, but the loyal 
citizens of the State, those who by the bill are 
recognized as loyal, can take no part in their 
State Government unless they will make a new 
State Constitution such as we choose to pre- 
scribe. 

Mr. Bontwell. Mr. Speaker, I believe the 
gentleman from New Y'ork will agreo with 
me that there is a provision in this bill by 
which a numberless than a majority can take 
the government of the State into their own 
hands. 

Mr. Ktrnan. Certainly. 

Mr. Bontwell. What I derre to ask the 
gentleman is whe:her, in hie judgment, if 
that number cannot bo fouoil, Congress should 
yield np the government of these rebellious 
districts to the people who refuse to acknowl- 
edge the Constitution and laws of the United 
States? 

$ir. Kernan. No, sir. This bill provides 
that one-tenth of the male citizens of each of 
these States shall taka the oath to support the 
Constitution of the United States before there 
shall ke an election and convention I am 
cot contending that there should not bo at 
least this proportion of the people loyal to the 
.Union and Ccnstilution before they can prop- 
erly resume the administration o'f their S !ate 
governments. The point I was suggesting is 
that by the provisions of the bill under con- 
sideration, attbongh the one- tenth or cue-half 
or all the citizens of one of these States shall 
cesie all resistance, snbmit to the authority of 
the Constitution nnd laws of the United States, 
and take the oath of allegiance required, they 
are not permitted to resume the administra- 
tion of their State government under its old 
constitution, or to be represent 1 in the Fed- 
eral Government, or to frame a new consti'.ii- 
lion for their State, in accordance with that 
oi the United States, unless they incorporate 
in that new constitution certain provisions 
which by thi3 bill we dictate to them, and 
which relate to matters within ths exclusive' 
authority of the people of the State. 

Mr. Ashley. I desire to say 10 the gentle- 
man fiom New Y’ork that, eo far as the House 
committee aie concerned, they have deter- 
mined to make the same requirements apply 
to all States alike hereafter to be admitted. 
Colorado, Nebraska, and Nevada are all re- 
quired to comply with these same conditions, 
Mr. Kernan. The admission of a State 
formed out of territory belonging to the 
United States is not a parallel case. Tne 
States to which the bill under consideration 
is to apply are existing Slates; the bill recog- 
nizes them as such. They are not to be read- 
mitted to the Union; they are now in law a 
part of the Union. We are carry ing on this 
war to enforce the authority of the Constitu- 
tion and laws over them. When resistance 
ceases, when tho usurped authority of those 
in rebellion in these States is overthrown, the 
constitution and laws of the Sta’e which ex- 
isted when the rebellion arose will be again 
in force and vigor, and should be adminis- 
tered by those ci izens of the State who never 
joined in the rebellion, and those who by 
amnesty are relieved from the penalties of 
treason. 

Mr. Speaker, in my judgment, this bill is in 
violation and subversive of the f ndamental 
principles upon which both our national and 
Sftt; governments are founded. The Govern- 
ment ot the United States is partly national 
and partly federal in its characteristics. .In 
the sources fiom which it derives its powers 
it is partly federal and partly national; in the 
extent of these powers it is not national; it 
has not all the powers of government, only 
these granted to it by the constitution. Iu 
the exercise and operation of its powers it is 
national. Its authority is operative npon the 
individual citizen, not upon the States com- 
peting the Union. The General Government 
does not enforce the Constitution and laws of 
the Ucited States against the States, but upon 
the individual citizens. The importance of 
this was fully understood by tne framers 
it the Constitution. in recommending 
its adoption in the Federalist, they point 
out the inherent weakness and evil conse- 
quences ot the want ot power in tho General 
Got eminent of prior confederacies to enforce 
their legitimate authority without coming in 
direct conflict with the States composing 
them. This was the great defect in the Gre- 
cian confederacy and the Germanic league. 
The confederate government legislated for 
States. It could not enforce its commands 
upon individuals, hut was compelled to re- 
quire Stales to obey, and when they failed or 
refuted to comply with the laws and decrees 
of the Federal Government, and the latter 
attempted to enforce obedience, civil war was 
ibe consequence. r 

The same difficulty existed in the Union 
formed under the Articles of Confederation, 
and ibe evil consequences were already felt 
when the Constitution was proposed. The 
framers of the Constitution, therefore, intend- 
ed to and did avoid this source of weakness 
and cause of collision between the Federal 
Government and the States by giving to the 
foitoer lull power to enforce the authority 
prat ted to it upon individuals, making it in 
this respeqf national and not federal in its 
character. The powers granted to the Gov- 
ernment of the United S ates by the Consti- 
tution were confined to national purposes and 
objects. As to there powers it is sovereign 
and eu prime, and rightfully commands and 
can compel the cfceticnce of every citizen of 
every State. Bnt it. h«s no right to intorfere 
with the people of any Slate ia me foimaiton 
or administration of ibeir State government. 
Congress has no right to dictate to a Slate 
what shall be the provisions of its State con- 
stitution. When Congress does so, and the 
Federal Government attempts to compel the 
people of the States to snbmit to its decrees 
in this respect, a revolution is attempted in 
tho government as it was established under 
the Constitution. The sole power granted to 
the national in reference to Slate governments 
is contained in the clause by which each State 
is to he guaran eed a republican form of gov- 
ernment. Subject to ihia provision or condi- 
tion, the right of the people ot each Srate to 
retain the old or forma new State constitution 
and government is absolute. Tney da not de- 
rive it from the Federal Government. It is 
inherent in them; they never parted witli it. 
Congress has no more right to dictate to the 
people ef an existing State the provisions 
which their State constitution shall contain 
than it has to interfere in regulating the ten- 
uie by which property shall be held or trans- 
mitted in the State, or in declaring what shall 
be the. relations of husband and wife, or 
parent and child. Under our system, power 
is derived by the National Government from 
the States and the people. Ii docs not confer 
power upon the people of the States to make, 
alter, or administer their Stato governments, 
nor can it impose conditions upon them in 
reference to these matters, except that they 
shall be in accordance vyeh and subject to the 
Constituticn of the United States. The peo- 
ple of the StateB have never surrendered 
their light to regulate all local Stato matters 
as they please. 

White, then, is our authority to say to the 
people of a Stale that they may make a new 
constitution if they will mske it with provi- 
sions like those prescribed in the bill under 
consideration, or that they shall not change 
their constitution cr exercise the rights of lo- 
cal self-government unless tiny do so as we 
dictate? 

Id the grant of power to the Federal Gov- 
ernment it is expressly provided that the pow- 
ers not delegated by the Constitution to the 
United States nor prohibited by it to the 
Sta<ts are reserved to the States respectively 
or the people. The intention was by this to 
make it clear that the people in the respec- 
tive Stales possessed and retained the right 
ot self-government, except eo far as they had 
delegated of limited this right. Certain pow- 
ers necessary for national purposes were 
pranted to the Federal Government. All oth- 
ers were retained by the people of each State, 
and they may exercise them in reference to 
Slate matters without interierence or control. 
This ieeervation of power was Intended to 
be and is the safeguard of tho liberty of the 
peeple. While the people of each State re 
tain and exercise this power, there cm be no 
consolidation of authority in the Fcdtral 
Government which could he made dangerous 
to the liberty of the people or the rights of 
the States, and any attempt by the majority of 
the people of the United States to wrong or 
oppress tt e people of a particular State through 
the setion of the Federal Government will 
fail. Bnt ii Congress, the representative of 
the people of ail the States, may interfere in 
reference to State governments, then the peo- 
ple of each State will not govern themselves 
as to their It' cal matters as they please, but 
may be required to do so according to the dic- 
tation of the people of the other States. 

I sul mit, therefore, that this bill is at war 
with the principles upon which the Federal 
Government riste, and is subversive of the 
State Governments and the reserved rights of 
the people of each S ate to change and ad- 
minister them. If Congress may impose up- 
on the people of a State the conditions pre- 
eeiibed by this biil as conditions precedent to 
the ixereiseof their tight to maintain, form, 
or edminister a State Government, we 
may require them to ordain as a part of a 
Slate Constitution almost any other provis- 
ion. Congress has no such power. As 
to States, and the local governments estab- 
lished by the people in them, the Federal 
Government has no power except to 



protect the people in the peaceable en- 
jojmentof the republican government which 
they have established there for themselves. 
The Constitution of the United States is based 
upon pre-existing State governments which 
the people of the respective States may main- 
tain or change at pleasure, beiDg only bouad 
to have them republican in character, subject 
to the Constitution and within the Union. 
This bill ia in direct conflict with and sub- 
versive of all these principles and rights. It 
prohibits the loyal citizens of a State in which 
the rebellion has eiiated from administering 
their State government under and in suoor- 
dination to the United States Constitution 
and laws after the rebellion has been suppress- 
ed and all disloyal men expelled from the ex- 
ercise of their usurped power. It prohibits 
the loyal citizens of the State from reorganiz- 
ing their State government by the adaption 
of a new State constitution and electing their 
State officers, except and unless they 
will incorporate in such constitution pro- 
visions not required by the Federal Con- 
stitution, sad which are prescribed by a 
majority of the people of other States acting 
through their Representatives in Congress. 
(See ibe seventh and eighth sections of the 
bill). Until they will do this, no matter how 
loyal to the Union the mejority or all at them 
may have become, they ere to be governed 
and continued as to alt their State affiirj by 
arbitrary military power responsible only to 
the President of the Uoited States. (See sec- 
tions Dine, ten, and eleven of the bill). Nay, 
UDtil they will comply with the conditions 
we prescribe they are not to bo a 1 lowed Rep- 
retcntativco in the Congress of tho United 
Slates. They are as absolutely the suhjicts 
of despotic power as were the inhabitants of 
the Roman provinces who were plundered 
and tyrannized oter by Military Governors 
like Verres. And yet this bill is called one “to 
guarantee to the people of these States a re- 
publican form ot government!! ’ 

I have Bopposed we were striving to main- 
tain cur o’d governments, national and State, 
in all their beautiful harmony, and with all 
tbeir nicely balanced powers and wissly con- 
structed checks; that this war was prosec tied 
to preserve these, and secure the blessings they 
have in the past and will in the future confer 
upon us ss a people. But if this bill passes 
and is put in force, we will have destroyed the 
system ot government transmitted to us, and 
commenced the construction of a consolidated 
National Government which wilt soon extin- 
guish the States, end, I fear, the essential lib- 
erties of their people. How long, think you, 
will the people of the Northern States Dear 
patiently tie burdens and sacrifices of th :3 de- 
structive war for the accomplishment of such 
a i urpose? 

Mr. Speaker, the bill not only violates 
there principles, bnt it is without warrant in 
the Constitution of the United States and in 
violation of its provisions. The gentleman 
from Maryland [Mr. Davis], who reported 
the bill to the Hcn9e and sustained it on the 
floor, stated that the authority for it in the 
Constitution is to be found in the clause 
which declares that “the United States shall 
guarantee to every State in this Union a re- 
publican form of government.” 

For all the purposes ot this argument I will 
concede a broader construction to this provi- 
sion than has been claimed for it by the advo- 
cates of lifts measure. It is a guarantee for 
the benefit of the minority of the people of 
each State, and the majority cannot disavow 
it or release the United States Government 
from its fulfilment; each Stato in the Union 
bos an interest that every other of the States 
shall maintain a republican government, and 
therefore all the people of a State cannot dis- 
charge the Federal Government from this 
guarantee and establish for their Sjate a mon- 
archy, but for the benefit of the other States 
the United States Government is bound to re- 
quire each State to maintain a republican gov- 
ernment; and the State shall be compelled to 
maintain this republican State government 
"in this Union,” formed by the constitution 
It must be subject to and in accordance with 
the Constitution and laws of the United 
States; and is to bs formed and administered 
by citizens loyal to them. 

Wta', then, is the duty and authority of the 
Federal Government under this prevision as 
to the Slates in rebellion? Before the rebel- 
lion commenced each of these States had “in 
this Usicu a republican form of government.” 
A poiuon of their people, if you please a very 
large majority of them, rebelled against the 
authority of the United States Government, 
repudiated the Constitution and Union, 
usurped the powers of the State government, 
ard mdeavored to set up and maintain a 
government without the Union aud inde- 
piueientof the United States. The United 
Stans under this Btate ot facts is obligated, 
boih to the loyal minority ia tho State who 
have been overborne by the rebellions usurp- 
ers and to the people of the otiier S rates, to 
suppress the rebellion, restore to thebyal citi- 
zens of the State the State government which 
existed at the time it was usurped by the 
tetels, and protect them in the administration 
aLd erjoymentof it. In thi3 mode alone will 
the United States fulfil its guarantee. When 
rebellions citizens have usurped the adminis- 
tration ot the State Government, turned its 
powers against the Federal Government, and 
compelleu the minority ot the people to sub- 
mit to their usurpation, the duty and the 
sole authority of the United States is to 
overthrow the power of the usurpers and 
restore the loyal people, or the peo- 
ple who under promise of amnesty, submit 
to the ideLt cal State government the protec- 
tion and administration of which they were 
deprived of for a time by the insurrection or 
rebellion. But the United States has no au- 
thority or right, when the rebellion is sup- 
preKed and all illegal r'Sistarce overcome, to 
ssy, as we do by this bill, to the loyal people 
ot the State, we j^iil not restore or guarantra 
to you therepubliean State government which 
you ba esittoliebed rightfully, and which ex- 
isted wfcen the usurpers deprived you of its 
administration, but we win compel you to 
foim another according to onr dictation, and 
if as fteetntn, knowing vour rights, you e-e- 
fuse to comply, we will deprive yon of all po- 
litical rights and privileges in national ot 
Sta’e f flairs, and govern you by military pow- 
er until ycu submit. 

II fcems to me that in pursuing this course, 
so far fiom guaranteeing to them the republi- 
can government wfcich they had rightfully 
to: Died tor tbeir State, we aid tbo usurpers 
atd rebels in overturning the legitimate pre- 
txiBiing .Slate govern m u s, by effectually 
comp eting wbat they began. Tnis is n.ot onr 
duty or otr right under this clause of the 
Constitution. The United Stites is to protect 
the pc o|*k>l the several S rates against changes 
in or destruction ot their State constitutions 
and gevernmen s by violence. Tfce pesp’e of 
the State have the right, and it is in them 
only, to peaceably make, reform, or alter 
tbeir State constitutions. This i3 the doctrine 
laid down in the twenty-first number of tho 
Fcdualist, and this is the principle contended 
for by Mr. Webster, and established in the 
Rhode Island case. 

We are bound to secure tu the people of 
each State under such State government as 
they thall Beo .fit to establish, subject to the 
Coistitutiou of the Uni td States, the right 
to aominister their own affairs, the right to 
enact and change their own laws as to all 
local matters. We have guaranteed that to 
them, and wo must keep our guarantee, at 
least to the loyal men. For my part I say 
tbqt we are bcur.d to do it if there are but a 
hundred men in the Srate who have stood by 
the UnioD. Never let us say to them, “We 
fulfil onr guarantee to yon ofa republican form 
of government in this Union, by the Presi- 
dent's mode of allowing a minority of one- 
tenth to govern the rest, or, as this bill re- 
quiree, by compelling you to adopt a new 
constitution such as we dictate.” We have 
no right to compel them to adopt any par- 
ticular provision as to State matters. The 
gentleman from Maryland [ Vtr. Davis] says 
ibat this is a political question, and that our 
judgment is fiual. Very likely that is so; but 
that is no reason why we should not act ac- 
cording to the plaiu meaning of the Consti- 
tution. 

Mr. Aebley. Tfce gentleman from’ New 
York w ill bear me witness that I stated in 
my speech I gave my support to this bill on 
no other hypothesis than that the constitutions 
of these States were destroyed or abolishsd. 

Mr. Kernan. It is due to sny that I have so 
undirstood the gentleman from Ohio. This 
bill, the Houee will observe, does not so as- 
enme. This bill Resumes that the States are 
in existence, and that tbo Srate constitutions 
and laws are in force there. It provides that 
the President ot the United States shall en- 
force the State constitutiooa aDd laws (except 
as to slavery) which existed at the time the 
rebellion commenced. 

It is said that these State governmen's have 
been overthrown, and therefore the General 
Government has a right to assume this power. 
It seems to me that all that can be ju3tly 
claimed is that rebellious men, dislojal men, 
revolutionary men, have seized upon tho ma- 
chinery of the State government. Would our 
Goverr ment, then, it the people of any State 
in the Union had by sudden violence lost the 
control of tbeir State government, have the 
right, when the usurpation is overthrown, to 
deprive the people of the State who are loyal 
ot ibe administration of their own affairs? 
Would it be right for us to say that because 
we tad been unable to protect the people in 
ibeir tights, and allowed them to be deprived 
ot them teioioratily by a usurper, that when 
w e do tuhene the usurper we will deny to the 
loyal people of the State the management of 
their State e flairs? 

Mr. Loan. I des're to ask the gentleman 
this queBiion. I wisa to ktow how the gen- 
tlemen proposes to ascertain who are loyal 
in a given S ute. As I understand the matter, 
the bill proposes a method ot ascertaining who 
ate lot al. 

Mr. Kernan. I will tnewe- my fiisnd. By 
this hill, y holt you have exetci.ed your test, 



when yon have administered your oaths to 
the requisite number, yon then will not allow 
them to administer their own S ate govern- 
ment. What I insist is that afeer jon have 
ascertained that the people, to a rsqn’sits num- 
ber, arc loyal, you shall allow them to retain 
their present constitutions, and not compel 
them to submit to the conditions on that sub- 
ject which this bill imposes. I am not now 
discussing the question as to what shall be 
the mode of ascertaining who are loyal, or 
what nqmber there should he in the State to 
authorize them to resume the administra isn 
of the State government. 

I wish to see our armies conquer the rsbel 
armies, and drive out the usurpers who have 
been carrying on this rebellion. The people 
of these States must be required to submit to 
all the United States laws. We must insist 
that they snbmit to all the laws in relation to 
the revenue, in relation to the currency, the 
post office, and all other (uhjeots within the 
jurisdictibn of the Federal Government. When 
ihey do this there is no necessity that we 
6hculd, ncr in my judgment have we any 
right to, interfere as to their State govern- 
ments. They have a right to maintain them 
as they were when tho rebellion com- 
menced, or they may change them. Mr. 
Speaker, I am aware taat it i3 sometimes said 
here that the institution of slavery as it exists 
in these States is inconsistent with “republi- 
can government,” and thag therefore under 
tfce e'ense of the Constituttitn above quoted 
Congress has a right to cotfpel the people of 
tbr States to abolish it. 

Sir, I am no admiteror advocate of slavery. 

I object to it, believing it ts be a great moral 
and political evil — a wrong to the slave, and, 
in the long run, a curse to uie mas er. I shall 
rejoice to see it abolished, if it is dons without 
violating tfce Constitution of the Uoited States 
or interfering with the reserved rights of the 
Slates to regulate tbeir lock’, institutions. We 
should not violate the Constitution of the 
United States or imperil the perpetuity of the 
Union UDder it to interfere with it where it 
exists in the States. We of the non-holding 
States aie not responsible for it, nor are we 
likely to deal with it wisely for the benefit 
of the slave or for the peace of the country. 

But it is too plain for argument that the in- 
stitutions of slavery as it has existed in the 
StAtes of the Union is compatible with a 
republican government within the meaning 
oi the United States Constitution. The States 
which adopted it were slave States mii-.Iy, 
and the continuance -or abolition of the insti- 
tution was carefully reserved to the people of 
each Srate. But the Government which is 
prescribed to the people of the States by ILk 
bill is, in its origin, in violation of the spirit 
of republicanism. What is a “republican 
form of government?” Ooe author says: 

“KepuMic: a form of forernment in which the 
supreme power telo^fcs to Site people, or to n porjjon 
of iliem.Rpd cotto a single pereonor family, aiiu a 
monarchy." 

Another says it ia "a nation or State where 
the body or only a portion of the people have 
ibe government in their own hands; where 
the people is possessed of the snpreme power.” 
Madison, in the thirty-ninth number of the 
Federalist, ssks and answers the question as 
to what is a republican torn of government. 
He there says: 

What, then, are the distinctive characters of the re- 
publican form ? • • • • If w* reaurr for 

h criterion to the different principles on which differ- 

< nt loiniH of covi rnnieut aro estab ishtd, we may de- 
fine a republic to be, or at hait may bestow that name 
on. a gt.v^rr uunt which derives all its powers, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from the ereat body oft ho people. 

• • • • It is essential to such a govern ment 

that it be derived from the great body of the society. 

• * * * It is tvjficient forsuch a fitoveriimnit 

t) at the persons administering it be aypoiuted either 
directly or indirectly by the people. 

Can there be any cioub', therefore, thit the 
governments in existence in these Srates at 
tie tine the rebellion was inaugurated were 
re | utliean within the meaning of the Consti- 
tution? To make then} such it is essential 
that thev be derived from the people govern- 
ed, not irnpoted upon them ty ctber govern- 
ments, States, or people. Nevertheless, we 
propese by this bill, under the pretence of ful- 
filling onr guarantee to them of a republican 
form of government, to compel them to adopt 
a cotstiiu'ion and government as to their lo- 
cal Slate matters, net originating from them- 
selves, or. in accordance with their wishes, but 
diitated to item by ns; and we will trample 
upon all their rights, and rule over them 
by cur appointees, levying upon and osl- 
lectirg taxes from them for our treas- 
ury without their having any representa- 
tion nfttil they do our bidoing in re’erence to 
tqe detai'a ot their State constitution. This 
: s indeed gua-an’eeing to them a new kind of 
niublican government! Are we willing to 
occupy the position before the world, or tie 
American people, in which the passage of this 
bill w ill place n s'? I hope not. Let us sup- 
press the ret ell ion in tbe*e States; drive out 
ibcBe who have usurped the Slate govern- 
ment, and restore it and the administration of 
it to-those who have been loyal always in 
their hearts, I trust and believe n*ma- such 
will be found, and to those whom BW think 
it wise and proper to recognize as citizens in 
ea-h of tbofe States under an amnesty. 

Madiion fays in the forty-third cumber of 
the Federalist, commenting upon the clause 
of the Constitution under consideration: 

But the Biithori', [of the Ffidor.il Gcverumi-utJ ex- 
tindeuo turtl c-r thou to a guarantee of a republican 
form of government, which Mippotes a pr, . ■ in* 
g* vernment of the form which is t J he guaraotora. 
as line therefore, lie I Ii! ,1 ii ; i n V repnlificau forms 
ere continued Ly the State, tfcey are guaranteed b] 
the Federal Cosetitnlion. 

ALd yet we whe, hare taken an oath to 
eopport this Constitution, and have n^powers 
except thoee derived from it, are asked to an- 
nul nnd fcesroy’the lien “existing” State 
governments epeken of by him, instead of 
guaranteeing them to the loyal people of the 
Sie’ee. 

Gee other suggestion and I will close. I 
EUbB.it that the policy of this bill is unwise. 
L is tot the policy to preserve our mstchtess 
Constitution and restore the States and their 
people to^Union neder it. Witt we relight 
the firee*ot patriotism and Ucbn among 
the Southern people by a measure like 
thit? The embers I trust and believe are 
sill tbeie. If not, wc may lit aci n to 
any happy or desirable union d f the people of 
ibe United Statts under one Government in 

< ur day. They cannot be permanently held 
togetbirby mere military power. The Njrtfc- 

• tn people would not be willing to bear the 
tnrceia necessary to perpetually maintain 
at d keep up tuck a Union. It would cnrS9 
and desolate the South and bs fruitless of 
good to tfce North. In holding them as sub- 
jects merely to us, if we can do so, in the end 
we will lose our own liberties. A military 
despotism would arise ont of such a state of 
Ifciots; and onrown liberties would be lost as 
well as the liberties of the people of ths 
South. This is the experience of the world; 
this the teaching of history.

Y’esterday the 3d division of the 6th corps, 
cemmandtd by General B:rney, was ordered 
to tall back irom its poai<ion on the right 
flank. Oar line had scarcely left i!3 position 
when the enemy took advantage of the oc- 
cmrencc, and moved, apparently with the 
intention of occupying the position onr men 
had vacated. Birney was ordered back to 
his former position, which was regained, after 
a ihort encounter, with a loss of 145 men 
killed and wounded. About 3 o’clock P. 
M. to-day, the batteries on onr right threw 
a few shells into the woods in front of them, 
and a sharp skirmish took place between the 
pickets, which soon subsided. Since then an 
almost unbroken silence has reigned in the 
army. 

Lee has taken advantage of the short res- 
pite given him to entrench himself still more 
strongly in »n already strong position. 

An order was read to the troops stating that 
reMiforci menta had reached us. Onr baggage 
and supply trains, which have been lying on 
Ihe plank road near Chanceilorsville for sev- 
eral days, have been sent to Fredericksburg.

Det-patches Irom Gen. Butler, just received, 
report ihe success of his expedition, under Gea. 
Kaniz, to cut tbe Danviile road and destroy 
the iion bridge across the Appomatox. 
On Monday morning the enemy in force, un- 
dercover of a thick fog, made an attack up- 
on Smith’s line and forced it back 
in seme confusion and with considerable loss, 
but as Eoon as the fog lifted Smith re-estab- 
lished bis lines and the enemy were driven 
back to his original lines. At the same time 
the enemy made an attack from Petersburg 
cn the force guardiDg the rear, but were hand- 
scmely repulsed. The troops having been 
nn incessant duty for five days, three of 
which were in a rain storm, General 
Butler retired leisurely within his . own 
lines. We hold the railroad between Peters- 
burg and Richmond. 

Pri.-oners S'ate that Bragg and Davis were 
present on the field. 

Despatches from Sigel, received this even- 
ing, report that on Sunday he fought the 
to:ccsot Echols aud imboden, under Breck- 
inridge, at New Market, that the enemy’s 
foices were superior in number, and that he 
gradually withdrew from tbe battle field aud 
ricic-stea the Shenandoah, having lost five 
pieces of artillery, about six hundred kilted 
aid wounded, aDd fifty prisoners, bnt bring- 
ing all his trains and all the wounded that 
could be transported from the battle-fisld. 
He states that, in consequence of the long 
lire of trains be had to guard, he could not 
biing mere than six regiments into the fight, 
besides artillery and c-avalry, and that ths en- 
emy had about 7,000 infantry, besides other 
aims; that fcis retrograde movement to Stra;- 
burg was effected in perfect order, and with- 
out any loss of material or men. 

No report of any operations by the Army 
of tbe Pc-tomac hsa been received to-day. 
Despatches from Sherman report his advance 
upc-i Johnston progressing to bis satisfaction. 
His supplies are abundant. Onr animals are 
improving on tbe grass and grain fields, which 
new aflotd gcod pasture.

Fellow- Citizens of the United States: 

In all the seaEoos of exigencies it becomes a 
nation to caiefully scrutinize its Hue of con- 
ouct and humbly approach the throne of Grace 
ari fneekly implore forgiveness,. wisdom, add 
guidance for reasons koewu on y to Him. It 
has been dttned that this country should be 
the scene of unparalleled outrage, ahd th's 
natior, a monumental sufferer of the 19th 
century ; wi'h a heavy heait hutundiminished 
confidence in our cau:e, I approach the per- 
'(rnance ot a duty rendered imperative by 
my iet.Ee of weakness be:oro the Almighty 
and cf justice iotte people. 

It is not necESiary that I should tell yon 
that i he first Virginia caniDaign uader Lieu- 
tenant-General Grant, in whom I have every 
confidence, and whose courage and fidelity to 
the people we do well to honor, is virtually 
closi d. He has conducted his great enterprise 
with diseteet ability. He has inflicted great 
Ices npon the enemy. He has crippled their 
strength and defeated their plans. In view, 
however, of the situation in Virginia, the dis- 
aster at Red river, tfce delay at Charleston, 
nnd the general state of the country, 
I, Abraham Lincoln, do hereby recommend 
that Thursday, the 26th day of May, 1861, 
he solemnly set apart throughout the United 
Stales os a day of fasting, humiliation, and 
prajer. Deeming, furthermore, that the 
present condition of public affairs presents an 
extraordinary occasion, and ia view of the 
tower vested in me by tbe constitution and 
laws, I have thought fit to call forth, and 
hueby do call forth, citizens of the United 
Stales beiwcen the ages of 18 and 45 to the

Onb cf tiie Washington Family. — The 
Point Lookout correspondent of the Balti- 
more Americas, speaking of four hundred 
prisoners leaving that point for exchange, 
thus notices one of tho Washington family: 

Among those who left in this load was Au- 
guetus Washington, of Clark county, Vir- 
ginia, a second cousin of John A. Washing- 
ton, of Harper’s Ferry. Mr. Washington is 
very anxious to reach his home, he having 
been wounded at the battle of Gettysburg, 
and in each a manner as to unfit him for ac- 
tive service. Mr. Washington, in leaving 
here, left some warm personal friends; and if 
be differed in bis political opinions from oth- 
ers, be at least deserves the credit of being a 
gentleman in his manners. I have frequently 
conversed with him in regard fo secession, 
and find that he has the selfsame idea of 
State rights that possesses most of tbe soldiers 
from the Old Dominion, and believes that the 
same spirit that caused the heroes of '76 to 
follow the fortunes of WEtshiogton possesses 
the followers ot Jeff Davis, and that their 
ceuse is as just and holy. 

Tbe Late Gen. Wadswobth.— T he Elitor 
of the New Y'ork Evening Post visited the 
late General Wadsworth in camp a few weeks 
ago, and relates the folio wing as characteris- 
tic of tbe General’s painstaking to make his 
men all comfortable: 

“Make out a requisition for extra shoes,” 
we heard him e ay to one of bis Brigaliers; 

‘ about one pair of shoes for every two men. 
Iibink we can get them of the Quartermas- 
ter, but I will see to it at any rate that they 
ate got. They will not be heavy to carry, 
and we shall find the valne of them before 
we get through. 1 remember,” he added, 
“duriDg the march through Maryland, before 
tbe bauie of South Mountain, we passed over 
a tract of country extremely ragged aud sto- 
ny, ana I enw not oDly men bat officers eraik- 
iog along with bleeding teet. The men’s 
shoes gave out entirely. It hurt my fseling3 
more than I can tell yon to see the good fel- 
lows trudging along so. We came to » town 
cn ihe line ot march, and 1, who was' riding 
at tbe head of the coluniD, spurred ahead to 
sec if there were noisome shoe stores where I 
ccnld purchase wbat was needed tor the m:n. 

“All tbe shops were closed; the first mea 1 
saw were two sitting outside of a closed shop. 
•Are there any Efcoe stores iu this town? I 
aaked. Tfcty re plied, in a gruff way, that 
tfcr-y could net tell, there might be and there 
might not. 1 told them that I wanted to bay 
thees for my troops, who were barefooted. 

1 bey rep-lied that they’ guessed I wouldn’t get 
mhny. ‘At that,’ said the General, ‘I got 
angry. Said I, there are two pairs of shoes, 
at ^ny rate, which I tee on your feet. Take 
m off instantly, I shouted to them.’ They 
ere obliged to do it. 

‘I wen through the town, and took the 
shoes off eveiy man’s feet 1 could 6ee; and 
thus I raised about two hundred pairs in all. 
One fine old fellow, a miller, whom I met, I 
did not deprive of his own pair; I rode up to 
him end etked i! he h-td any shoes he could 
fptre tne, describing the pitiful condition of 
my men. The old man said, ‘I don’t know if 
tfcen’s any shots in the house or not, but’ — 
locking down at his feet — ‘here’s a pair you’re 
w elcome to, at RDy rate.’ I would not let 
him take thtm off, but he gave me some from 
his house. All the rest I stripped.” 

Boaeding-Echcol Farb — In an action re- 
Cfntly tried st Wolverhampton, brought by 
the keepers of a hoarding scuool in that neigh- 
hoihiod, El zb Maclachlan, a servantgirl, who 
hud lived with the plaintiffs, ssid that for 
their morniDg meal the children had fl snr and 
water mixed and boiled to the consistency of 
thin paste, with a lit'-le skim milk, at one 
penny a quart, stirred into it, and a ‘ half- 
rciina’’ ot biead. If they did not take this, 
they had to go without, but, if they were 
poorly, they had tea. At other times the 
children had for breakfast water-gruel, sea- 
soned with salt; or oatmeal and water, sev 
ec-Ded with nettles and salt and onion3. For 
dinner tfce chi dren had, onSunday, meat and 
pleoty of vegetables, and always pudding. 
On Monday, pudding; on Tuesday, the cold 
meat left r-n Sunday, and vegetables, but no 
bread; on Wednesday, boiled rice with trea- 
cle, or “treacle roley;” on Thursday, stewed 
rice with “lights” cat ia it; on Friday, rice 
nndding, but very seldom meat; and on Sit- 
uiday, a pitce cf boiled bacon or a pig’s face, 
wi’.h r i re or gray peas. For tea, the children 
had one round of bread and lard, nnd a eppp 
or more of tea if they wished 

. The rebels have a trick of shooting their 
own Generals— on papier. “Stonewall" Jack- 
ton wss reported to have been shot by his 
cwn men as he rode back from a reconnois- 
tance of our lints, and Gen. Longstreet is 
said by tbe rebel press to have been shot by 
“Uftbone’s brigade, through mistake.” The 
traitois avoid the honor of death by an ene- 
my’s hall as if it were a disgrace. 

Information haa been received at Washing- 
ton from Mr. C. A. Leas, the consul of the 
United Slates at Belize, that the Colonial au- 
thorities have determined to allow invoices 
of goods shipped from the United Srates to 
that colony to be made out in sterling money, 
or ita equivalent in the gold currency of the 
United States, and the dunes will be collected 
upon each a basis. ~ ^ 

Tbe United States Christian Commission 
had fifty-eight delegates, with stores and ale- 
qnate transportation, on the fisld, when the 
recent battle in Grant's nrmy commerced.

CHION MEETING IN SIMPSON. 

Pursuant to a previonsjsall, the Union men 
of Simpson county met in Convention on the 
10th iDst. to appoint delegates to the Conven- 
tion to be held in the city of Louisville on tbe 
25th inef , called by the majority of the Union 
Central Committee appointed by the Union 
Convention of Louisville on tbe 18th of 
March. 1863. The meeting was called to or- 
der, and its object stated in a few brief and 
pointed remarss by Jndge Kidd. 

On motion of Col. J. F. Lauck, Caswell 
Carter, Eeq , was selected Chairman of the 
meeting, aDd R M. Green, Secretary. 

On motion the following named gentlemsn 
were selected as a Committee to draft resolu- 
tions expressive of the sense of tbe meeting, 
viz: Col. J. F. Lauck, W. B. Wright, Sylvanns 
Wooten, Josiah Barriger, and Judge Kidd. 
Tbe Committee retired, and after some delibe- 
ration made the following report: 

Resolved, That we, Union men of Simpson 
county, Kentucky, approve the cal! of the ma- 
jority oi the Union Central Committee for a 
convention, to be held in Louisville, Ken- 
lucky, on the 25th inst., for the purposes set 
forth in said call. 

Resolved , That we are for a vigorous pros- 
ecution of the war till the tricked and cause- 
less rebellion is crashed, and to that end we 
are willing te devote life, proDsrty, every- 
thing, provided thereby the Uoion be pre- 
served and onr constitutional xigura he guar- 
anteed to ns and our posterity as American 
freemen. 

Resolved, That, though differing with the 
present Administration as to the means of 
crushing the rebellion and the policy to be 
pursued as regards thove States which claim 
to have seceded, we waver not in onr devo- 
tion to the Union and the principles embodied 
in the Constitution of the United States. 

Resolved, That, as the selection of a Chief 
Magistrate will soon devolve npon ns as a 
ptople, we regard it cur duty to select some 
one whoee tried patriotism, who3a constant 
and persistent aim has been and is to benefit 
his country, whose unsullied character and 
spotless fame have endeared him to the peo- 
ple, and we hesitate not to say that in Gen. 
George B. McClellan we recognize the man 
of our choice, and we hereby instrnctonrde!- 
rgatis to use their influence in having him 
bionght forward os the standard-bearer of all 
those who desire tbe speedy crushing out of 
tfce rebellion, the punishment of treason, and, 
tbe restoration of law and order throughout 
tbe length and breadth of this our beloved 
land. 

Resolved, That Capt. G. W. Hoy, Lient. J. 
B. Harris, R. M. Green, Harris Hacien, S. B. 
Wooten, H. G. Harris, J. A. Chase, J. S. Black, 
Wm. Kidd, S. R. Hope, Joah Lewis, A. 
Wright, Stephen T. Barnes, Thos. D. Barnes, 
T. J. Hoy, Geo. H. Millikin, R. C. Blakey, 
Jason Neely, Caswell Caiter, James Copeland, 
J. C. Mallory, W. M. Haynes, W. B. Wright, 
John Hoy, Josiah Barriger, Tyree Haien, 
John Bostbic, Nathan R. Harris, J. M. Henry 
E. H. Blewitt, G. W. Stokes, and Col. J. F. 
Lauck te, and are hereby appointed delegates 
to tbe aforesaid convention.

Letter from Jbff Davis. — The following 
is a copy of a letter written by the great rebel 
chief to bis brother, at the close o; the first 
year of the rebellion. It was found among 
fcis papers at the lime our troops took posses- 
sion of his estate. The original is now in the 
hanos of Charles H. Morse, Eeq., at Washing- 
ton, who kindly sends it to as tar publication: 
Richmond, Va., February 21, 1862. 

My Dear Brother: I am in porsession of 
ycur ever- welcome favors of the 2d and 6:h 
insts. Among my many causes for painful 
anxiety created by recent disasters inTennes- 
sse, none perplexes me more than your condi- 
tion. 1 had realized the tmbarrassment and 
Ices of removal before your reference to it, 
and bad-believed it would nst be necessary, 
but recent events shake my faith. The enemy 
are for the time occupied with the interior, 
and 1 have dirtetrd Captain Hollins to move 
up the river with his fleet. In two or three 
weeks it is expected that some fourteen ves- 
sels, to be manned by “river men,” will be 
ieariy to leave New Orleans for operations 
egairst the enemy’s gunboats. Beauregard 
was sect to command and direct the troops 
and defences on the river above Memphis — 
and iu the adjacent country. 

1 am tfce object of such Fpeetal malignity 
tbettbe neighborhood would suffer because of 
my re.-ideDce there if the enemy should get 
eo far down the river. Your property would 
he the next to my own an attraction to tbe 
plunderers. It therefore seems to me that it 
might be well to 6end away as far as possible 
all which is mine, to send away, even up the 
Ilig Black, your cotton and valuables, and bs 
leaoy to move your negroes and part of the 
stock, should a descent be made. O I haw I 
wiih to be with you, and fervently do I prty 
that yon were iu some place of absolute 
safety, with your family and mine. All I 
have, except ray wife and children, I atn 
ready to sacrifice for my country. We have 
veiy imperfect intelligence of the disaster at 
For' Done! son. I cannot believe that our 
aimy surrendered without an effort to cat the 
investing lineB and retreat to the main body 
of tbe si my. General Johnson’s messenger 
has Lot leached me; in tbe meantime I am 
it. '• king every (ffoit to assemble a sufficient 
force to heat ihe enemy in Tennessee, and re- 
tiievc our waning fortunes in the West. 

With love to sister Eliza and tbe children, 
snd a solemn appeal to you to take counsel of 
your prudence rather than vonr courage, I am 
tver, affectionately, YOUR BRO THER.

Louisiana iNiiLLiGEBcx—n. u . „ 
bzrous Act of the War.- The 
D-dta has received a iriv ate letter, dated “U 
S. steamer Argosy, off Fort De R^- A 
30, 1864,” which contains the following nar- 
agrapbs of general news: 

One of the most barbarous aota which l 
happened during the rebellion transDirel „„ 
here a few days eince. There ha3 come tn M 
for protection sinco onr arrival sonf twenra 3 
five Creole citizens, natives of ths 
They have organized themselves into aHom 
Guard, for mutual protection, and have drawn 
rations from the Government to meet their 
immediate necessities. The organizuloa ft 
in charge of Captain F. W. Masters and Li en ,t 
Cease, both natives of this ( Avoyelles) parish! 

On Wednesday last Lieut. Cease started out 
with twenty-two mounted men, with twelve 
United States muskets, with the intention of 
hunting up some more of their members, who 
had been frightened by the barbarities of the 
guerillor, and had sought concealment in the 
wcod?. They hunted about during the day 
and at night arrived in the vicinity ofa broth^ 
er of Lieut. Geese, and went into quarters ia 
a vacant house. About 3 o’clock, on the 
morning of Thursday, they werv sarprisedby 
afcout forty or fifty rebels, and without scarce- 
ly a struggle twelve of them were taken pris- 
oners. The Lieutenant wasthe only one who 
fired a ebqt, and he succeeded in making 
hie escape during the morning, and ar- 
rived here early in the forenoon. Among 
the prisoners was tho Lieutenant’s brother, 
who does not belong to the organization, and 
two boys. Tbe two latter were alio wed to leave 
after having been interceded for by a neigh- 
bor, who chanced tQ be present. The balance, 
nine men, were then stripped to the skin, aad 
at nine o’clock drawn up in line and deliber- 
ately shot. This outrage hss cast a gloom over 
every one here, and the citizens loudly call 
for vengeance. It was the intention of Qapt. 
Masters to have his company mustered into 
the State service; what will now become of 
tbe men is bard to tell. Oapt. M. seems to be 
an energetic man, and is highly respected in 
this neighborhood, and I hope will receive 
inch encouragement as he oeserves from the 
State. 

The country atove here is infested with 
hands of guerillas, who so much delight in 
firing into unarmed boats. The Superior re- 
ceived several shots, and had two men killed 
and several wounded while on a recent trip. 

Marksville, the parish site, some three miles 
in the interior, was lately visited by tho com- 
mandiDgoflicer of this vessel and the engineer. 
It has teen shunned by small bodies of Feder- 
tls as decidedly dangerous; but these two gen- 
tlemen rode up there, alighted from their 
horses and received a cool draught of water 
from the l ands of a charming Oreole girl. She 
was interesting to look upon, but when an 
attempt was made to enter into conversation, 
she was “nix com arouse, nix fur sta " — only it 
was dpne in delightfully musical French.

t*^0n Tuesday we referred editorially 'o 
the apparent inequalities of the operation of 
the draft ia Henry and Owen counties. We 
gave from the Adjutant-General's report, 195 
and 1,508 as the aggregate of the enrolled 
militia of the respective counties, and 352 and 
83 as the volunteers in service from the coun- 
ties respectively, and asked “why was a 
larger draft required from Henry county (73), 
which has volunteered 44 per cent of its ac- 
tive force, than from Owen (65), which has 
sent but 6 per cent of its enrolled militia?” 
We asked this question simply, as we stated, 
for information that we might know whether 
the United States Deputy Provost Marshals 
had found any great discrepancies beween the 
returns of the County Clerks and the more re- 
cent enumeration or enrolment made by the 
marshals themselves. 

This article of ours is made the subject and 
occasion of a characteristic assault from the 
new organ of the Republican party here, the 
Daily Press, saying we are utterly reckless in 
the statement of facts, and that our object is 
to produce discord and alienation of feel- 
ing among loyal men. The Press doee 
not dare to say we were disappointed 
that the draft passed off so quietly iu 
this district, but it comes as near to an 
insinuation of that character as possible with- 
out exposing itself to instant detection. It 
doesn’t know what we meant by the use of 
the term “excitement,” and says there was 
an entire absence of excitement on the day of 
the draft. A large crowd was present, it con- 
fesses, but it was sober, quiet, and orderly. 
So we stated in our evening edition of last 
Thursday when we said the draft that morn- 
ing “was a source of deep interest to a large 
crowd of spectators, and there has been per- 
fect good nature and much boisterous merri 
ment whenever some particular lucky fellows 
drew a high prize.” The Press now intimates 
that we wish to create dissatisfaction with the 
draft by producing the impression that injus- 
tice has been done in the apportionment of 
the quota among the counties. We did not 
intimate that injustice had been done to any 
county, but we did think that injustice had 
been done to the country, to the Government, 
and to the volunteer army, if any very great 
discrepancy-had been detected in the returns 
of the county clerks. Instead of answering 
our question courteously, a3, with its souaces 
of information, it was in the power of the 
Press to do, it calls our statements 
“ pretended to be gathered from various sources 
from the return of State militia as furnished 
by county clerks and other sources whleh have 
nothing to do with the draft.” It will be ob- 
served how the Press accumulates the sources 
of information that we enjoyed, when we had 
but one authority, which was the report of 
Adjutant-General Boyle, and it then gives an 
answer to our question os follows: 

The draft was not made for the enrolled 
militia. The quota was not based upon the 
return of the county clerks. Special officers 
were appointed under an act of Congress to 
make an enrolment of all persons between the 
ages of twenty and forty-five years, and the 
draft was made from those so enrolled and 
the quota was determined by this enrolment. 

Walk new all this before, but it does not ex- 
plain what we desired to know. We found 
no fault with the draft. We msrely asked why 
there was such a discrepancy between the 
returns of enrolled militia by the County 
Clerks and those of the special United States 
officers, and if there has been any malfeasance 
in office we want it punished under Sec. 6 of 
Art. 2 of the Act of August 31, 1862, re- 
enacting the State Guard Law with amend- 
ments, which provided that 
All the County Clerks, Assessors, Sheriffs,

These charges, thus gravely 
made, seemed to Mr. Chase’s frlenls to de- 
mand authoritative refutation, and at the 
earliest possible moment a resol a ion was 
introduced, raising a committee of investi- 
gation, with ample power to seal for per- 
sons and papers. Returning to Wathiog'on 
Sa'urday evening, Mr. Chase found this new 
element introduced to compUcits hissitut- 
t:on. To resign now would seem like con- 
fessing judgment — like acknowledging the 
truth of the monstrous calumnies star. el by 
the opposition, and by their fitting ally, Mr. 
Frank Blair. Painful, therefore, as bis peti- 
tion was, tbs Secretary determined to remain 
steadfastly at his poet till the fullest investi- 
gation of the charges should have been con- 
cluded. 

It appears from this statement, which we 
observe is on all sides accepted as authentic, 
tbat Mr. Chase’s first impulse, on learning 
tbat Mr. Lincoln had gone so far us to violate 
his oath of office in order to bestow an im- 
portant commission on his Secretary's assail- 
ant in the House, was instantly to resign his 
position, but tbat he was persuaded by some 
of bis friends so far to check this impulse 
as to wait for the official report of his assail- 
ant’s speech, when a more damaging assault 
from another quarter suddenly complicated 
his situation in such a way that 
he felt compelled to defer his res- 
ignation until the charges against 
him should undergo investigation. It seems 
little strange that Mr. Chase was nst 
prompted to this very sensible resolution by 
the situation as originally created by the 
charges of General Blair. Would not his res- 
ignation then have seemed “like confessing 
judgment”? If not, we do not see why. Be 
this as it may, we are left to infer that Mr. 
Chase intends to resign when the pending 
investigation is over. He has evidently 
taken keen aud deep umbrage at tie 
conduct of Mr. Lincoln. He indeed must 
have been something more or less than hu- 
man to have been insensible to such an af- 
front. Mr. Lincoln has sinned in this matter 
not only against Mr. Chase, but against the 
constitution and the people. The worst of it 
is, so far as Mr. Chase is concerned, that Mr. 
Lincoln appears to have sinned against the 
constitution and the people just to get a lick 
at his rival! “The quarrel is a very pretty 
quarrel as it stands.” The people, if they are 
not smitten with judicial blindness, will m »ke 
a clean sweep of the whole set in November.

orother civil officers, upon whom are devolved 
the discharge of specific duties under this act, 
who shall neglect or refuse to obey the pro- 
visions of* law herein specified, shall forfeit 
and pay not more than five hundred nor less 
than twenty dollars, for each aud every of- 
fence, to be recovered in any court or com- 
petent jurisdiction, tor thb use of the Com- 
monwealth. 

These specific duties are, that the assessors 
shall annually prepare lists of all persons lia- 
ble to be enrolled, aud that the County Clerks 
shall, prior to the 1st of September in every 
year, transmit to the Adjutant-General a re- 
tarn stating the number of militia enrolled in 
their counties. Now the Press states, that, in 
the draft for Henry county, 1,444 names weie 
put in the wheel and 73 drawn, and in Owen 
county 1,433 were put in the wheel and 65 
drawn. But iu September last the report to 
the Adjutant-General assigned only 795 as the 
wholemilitiaforceof Heurycounty. Why this 
discrepancy of about 650, when the State en- 
rolment includes those between the ages of 
18 and 20, which the Federal enrolment does 
not? The Press says its facts are from proper 
and authentic sources, and asks, “Where is 
the- ground of complaint?” Thera has no 
complaint been made, butthe Press imputes a 
hypocritical object to our inquiries, aud 
charges that we intend to originate a feeling 
of dissatisfaction by making it appear that 
“supposed injustice” has been done to the 
loyal people of Henry county. Tho r*jJ in- 
justice is not to the people of that conaty, but 
to the State and the whole country, if its as- 
sessors reported only 795 men between the 
8ges of 18 and 45 subject to militia daty, and 
the Federal special officers found 1,444 be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 45. We reassert 
what we said on Tuesday, aud in view of the 
corroborating statements made by the Press 
we emphasize our assertion with greater 
strength, tbat “such responsible duties as the 
proper enumeration of the fighting men of 
the State, in time of actual war, should not be 
performed in any slovenly manner;” and as 
the facts of the Press are from “proper aud 
authentic sources” of Federal authority, as 
curs were from official reports of State au- 
thority, we have yet to obtain an answer to 
onr question, and we again commend the en- 
tire subject to the attention of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Harlan.

Mr. Frank P. Blair Jr., then thesitting 
mrmberof the House from the First St. Lou s 
district, sought an opjiortanicy, out of order, 
to make a speech in personal vindication, on 
the ground that he was about to leave Con- 
gress, and tbat this would bo his last oppor- 
tunity. Profiting by the courtesy thus obtain- 
ed, he debated almost his whole hour to au 
a sault upon the Secretary ef the Treasury 
a leading member of the Cabinet, to which 
hisown brother also belongs; read anoymous 
letters, saying that Mr. Chase has given his 
son-in-law, Gov. Sprague, a permit to buy 
cotton, out of which he would make two mil- 
lion dollars; that he had given the profits on 
the extra eleven millions of five-twenty bonds 
to Jay Cooke ;& Co., outright; that he had 
permitted the grossest frauds iu all branches 
of his department, with the understanding 
that a portion of the profits should be devoted 
to making him President. 

Mr. Blair indorsed these charges himsslf; 
said that the Secretary’s position had been such 
a disgraceful aud disgusting sight that even 
Chase got ashamed of it; that now Mr. Chase 
waB at work underground aud in the dark, 
running the Pomeroy machine on the public 
money as vigorously as ever; that Mr. Chase’s 
banking agents, Treasury agents, and special 
agents had all been brought into requisition 
to forge and counterfeit aud tell lies to break 
him (Blair) down for exposing their master 
and holding him up to public contempt and 
scorn ; that Mr. Chase’s programme embraced 
the tactics, the intrigue, corruption, and fraud 
of Calhoun aud Bffidle combined. This as- 
tonishing speech in the House was made on 
Friday, April 22. 

On Saturday, April 23, the President, the 
leading members of whose administration 
was assailed, reappointed the a> 3 ailant a 
Major General of volfinteers, and even con- 
fessedly did an illegal if not an unconstitu- 
tional act in order to confer this honor upon 
him! Mr. Chase’s first impulse was (as that 
of every boncrabl^psan would have been) to 
instantly resign his position, and demand an 
investigation into these accusations which the 
country could not but consider the President 
as indorsing by his appointment of the ac- 
cuser. It is betraying no secret now to 
fay that tho most earnest remonstrances 
of such men as Givernor Brough, and 
oiber leading administration BUDDorters, iu 
end out of Congress, East and West, regia-

Garrison on Lincoln— Forney on Gar- 
rison. — A t the recent celebration of the thir- 
first anniversary of the American Anti-Sia 
very Society in the city of New York, Wil- 
liam Lloyd Garrison, the great be-aboiitisnist 
of the country, thus came to the rescue of 
Mr. Lincoln from the hands of Wendell Phil- 
lips: 

Our friend Phillips has said, very truly, 
tbat the American people have laid do wn the 
principle that once in tour years they mean 
to look their administration in the face, aud 
see if if is worth while to change it. Bit they 
have not committed themselves to tho one- 
term principle — they have not beemao fjohsh 
as that; they say that every four years they 
will look and see whether they will 
change their President or not; bat they 
bold to the principle that they m ly 
keep him in office for eight, twon- 
ty, or fifty years, if he and they livelong 
enough, and they like each other well enough. 
[Applaase.] So they are coming together this 
season to look at him; and I can only express 
the conviction of my own mind, that, when 
they shall come together, and shall look the 
fact in tue face, that no man in this nation is 
now so hated and detested by the rebels of tho 
Sontb and all at the North who sympathize 
with the rebels, as Abraham Lincoln, they 
will make up their minds that he will do to 
“run the machine” four years longer. [ 3a- 
thusiastic applause and cheers ] 

A voice. Butler is more hated. 

The President continued: Grant that there 
are many sad things to look in the face; grant 
that the whole of justice has not yet beea 
dene to the negro; grant that here and there 
there are things which are to be deplored and* 
to be redressed; stiil, looking at the question 
broadly, and comprehensively, and philo- 
sophically, I think the people will ask another 
question — whether they themselves have been 
one hair’s-breadth in advance of AbraUam 
Lincoln? [Applause ] Whether they are not 
conscious tbat he has not only been fully up 
with them, but, on the whole, a little beyond 
them? [Applause] As the stream cannot 
rise higher than the fountain, so the President 
of the United States, amenable to public sen- 
timent, could not, if be wished to do it, trans- 
cend public sentiment in any direction. [ Ap- 
plause ] Fer my own part, when I remember 
the trials through which he has passed, the 
perils which have surrounded him— perils and 
trials unknown to any man, in any age of the 
world, ia official station — when I remember 
how fearfully corrupt was the public senti- 
ment of the North, to say nothing of the 
South; when I remember what he has had to 
deal with; when I remember how nearly a 
majority, even at this hour, is the seditious 
ehment of the North; and then reunmber 
that Abraham Lincoln has struck the chains 
from the limbs of more than three millions 
of slavcB [applause]; that he has expressed his 
earnest desire for the total abolition of slavery ; 
that he hasimplored the Border States to get 
rid of it ; tbat he has recognized the manhood 
and citizenship of the colored population of 
onr country ; that he has armed upwards of a 
hundred thousand of them, and recognized 
them as soldiers' under the flag; when I re- 
member tbat this Administration has recog- 
nized the independence of Liberia and Hay- 
ti; when I remember tbat it has struck 
dtath-blow at the foreign slave trade by 
graming tbe right of search; when I remem- 
ber tbat we have now nearly reached the cul- 
mination of our great straggle for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion and its cause, I do 
not feel disposed, for one, to taks this occa- 
sion, or any occasion, to say anything very 
bartbly against Abraham Lincoln. [Loud 
and prolonged applause ] 

Whereupon Forney, Mr. Lincoln’s particu- 
lar friend, exclaims in a strain of mingled 
philosophy and gratitude: “There is some- 
thing refreshing in the fact that tbe great 
anti-slavery pioneer, Wm. Lloyd Garrison, 
has not permitted himself to take a low and 
narrow view of the obligations of the original 
abolitionists to the cause of their count. y in 
this dark and tryiDg hour. At the late meet- 
ing of the American Anti-Slavery Society in 
Now York, held at Dr. Cheever’s church, Mr. 
Wendell Phillips made a speech, which, in 
view of passing events and coming respon- 
sibilities, was, to say the least of it, querul- 
ous and gratuitous. Mr. Garrison, the Presi- 
dent of tbe society, in the chair at the time, 
followed Mr. Phillips, and expressed himself 
in a different vein, as the subjoined paragraph 
will show. Mr. Garrison is a far-seeing man. 
He regards tbe organization, of which he is 
undoubtedly the real leader, as having al- 
most completed its mission, and he feels tbat 
it is time to disband that organization, or else 
to make it useful to the party which has suc- 
ceeded to it, and which is now arrayed against 
slavery with the whole people at its back, aud 
with the Administration of the government 
earnestly and practically in its favor.” 
W aiving the element of gratitude in this ac- 
knowledgment, we invite attention to the 
philosophy. Both are genuine, but the latter 
is worthy of especial notice. It asserts that 
the Republican or self-styled Union party has 
succeeded to the old abolition party, includ- 
ing the little of its mission that is yet un- 
completed. What is this remnant? Simply ne- 
gro equality. This is now the only outstanding 
demand of the old abolition party against tbe 
Republicans. The Republican party has settled 
all tbe other demands according to their terms. 
And it now promises to settle this demand iu 
like manner. Hence Garrison, like Simeon 
of Jerusalem, is ready to depart iu peace. He 
hss experienced the consolation of Israel. Be 
reverently surrenders the old abolition party 
to its successor aud the heir of its unfinished 
hopes. He owns the Republican J>arty as his 
party and declares for Abraham Lincoln as 
his candidate for the Presidency. 

This is certainly philosophical, and, what is 
more to the purpose, eminently rational and 
sagacious. “Mr. Garrison,” says Forney, 
“is a far-seeing man." The compliment is 
richly deserved.

Mb. Bandhiaks at Wood’s.— : 0a Tuesday 
evening Mr. Bandmann performed Iago and 
we had a better opportunity of understanding 
his style than when he played Shy lock. His 
aim is to give natural renditions to his char- 
acters and to bring them down from the ex- 
aggerated conventionalism of the stage to the 
level of every day life. He believes that pas- 
sion may be expressed without rant and that 
a villain may plot mischief in soliloquy with- 
out contorting his face, smitipg his breast, 
clenching bis hands, or tearing bis hair. Be- 
fore he succeeds in impressing these facts upon 
the public be will have to demolish the whole 
fabric of precedents and do away with all the 
past ideals of tragic excellence. But he is right, 
and he has youth, energy, and enthusiasm to 
aid him in his task. His Iago, in thus-, por- 
tions which we saw, was an excellent outline, 
but ho ha3 not yet studied either the text or 
the character with that precision which ena- 
bles him to impress the audience, though the 
practised eye of the critic can well understand 
and appreciate his intentions. His temptation 
of Cassio, which leads to the intoxication and 
disgrace of the ancient, was much more dex- 
trcusly managed than his pouring cf “the 
leprous distilment” of jealousy into the open, 
eesy nature of Othello, but his delivery ot the 
narrative of the quarrel between Oassio and 
Montano was not good; it was rather the se- 
vere summing up of a case against the former 
by a prosecuting attorney than the constrained 
effort of a frieDd to conceal those faults which 
makes Othello think he desired to “mince the 
matter, making it light to Cassio.” His solilo- 
quy at the close of the second act was in 
excellent taste; iho great test scene of the 
third aot wc did not like; Iago bids Othello 
“beware of jealousy,” while at the eacao time 
he fills him with “dangerous conceits,” which, 
acting upon bis bioodf “burn like the mines 
of sulphur.” Mr. Bandmann was too down- 
right in giving his causes for suspicion; he 
asserted, boldly, instead of suggesting craftily ; 
bis vindictive hate toward Cassio continually 
peeis out as the incentive to his develop-' 
mente, and there is nothing of the devoted- 
ness of the friendship, the foolish honesty 
and love “which pricks him on.” Take 
his Iago entire, it is a mere sketch 
drawn by him with the intention of filling 
in the coloring and intensifying the lights 
and shades, and he should not give too many 
exhibitions of his work until it it more 
artistically completed. We can see that his 
drawing is skilful; anatomically, he has a 
vivid knowledge of tbe structure of Iago, but 
the skeleton idea must be clothed with flesh 
and blood, fire and vigor infused into the 
veins, before the picture is complete in all its 
parts. Let him apply himself to the task be- 
fore him tbeD, and we do not doubt his ulti- 
mate success. 

Mr. Bandmann will this evening appear as 
Richelieu in Bulwer’s noble play, and we 
presume his next personation will be of Ham- 
let.

[Special Despatch to the Louisville Journal.} 
Rksaca, 6 a., May 16. 

Tbo enemy; bavinc evacuated a position to 
fortify and strengthen which more care and 
labor has been displayed than on any other 
occasion by their Western army, I send you 
ty telegram the most important particulars of 
the movement that resulted in their dislodg- 
ment. 

On the night of the 12tb, the 14th corps b:- 
gan to pour through Snake Creek Gap, which 
was fortified by a heavy line of rifle-pits, and 
occupied by Dodge’s Division of the 16'.h 
corps, Logan’s 15th army corps, and Hook- 
er’s 20th. On the morning of the 13th, the 
advance was sonnded, and Gen. Kilpatrick, 
with his division of cavalry, moved out on 
tbe Hesaca road to its junction with the main 
Dalton roed, near which the General was am- 
buscaded and severely wounded. 

Osterhans’s and Harrow’s divisions of the 
15th army corps, occupying respectively the 
right and left, followed the cavalry, and form- 
ing line cf battle, after pissing Dalton road, 
moved forward against the Gap, through whi h 
a wagon road leads to Resaca. Oar skir- 
mishers had scarcely emerged from the woods 
when the rebels opened fiercely with artillery 
fiom Bala Knob to the left of ths road. Gen. 
Logan ordered forward a battery, and after 
half an hour’s vigorous work silenced the 
rebel guns, and ordered forward the line. The 
skirmishers of Gen. Wood’s brigade advanced 
repidly, driving the enemy amid the cheers of 
tbe lockere-on, and ascended Raid Knob. Tne 
27th Missouri, hurrying after, ascended tbe 
bill, dragging to the summit a section of the 
1st iLdiana battery, which opened on the ene- 
my. The rebels, from two splendid fjrts 
within easy range of our position, opened a 
terrific cannonade, which eontinned half ac 
hour, and resulted in the woundiDg of a f_>w 
of the 27lb. 

Col. Williams’s brigade, on the extreme left 
of the 15th corps, went into the action at half- 
past two o’clock, and fought manfully until 
five o’clock, pushing the enemy to his main 
works, losing one hundred and three men 
billed and wonnded. This dayjs fighting re- 
sulted in the occupation of the ridge facing 
the works in front of Resaca. Onr line 
changed direction at the terminus of this 
ridge, and ran in a northwesterly direction. 
The extreme left was held by Hooker. On 
the morning of the 7rh, the 14th corps, John- 
son on the right of the 14'h, moved out on 
the Dalton road, veered to the right, and en- 
tered tbe woods, and, after a fierce little con- 
test, joined on Hooker’s right. Baird moved 
np simultaneously and joined Johnson’s lef . 
Judah, on the right of Schofield, moved for- 
ward at 1:30 P. M., and, supported by Tur- 
cbin’s brigade, descended the ridge occupied 
by onr line of battle, and crossed a narrow • 
field and assaulted a strong point ot the ene- 
my’s works on a ridge of equal attitude, 
and running almost parallel with onr line. 
JobnsoD, to demonstrate in favor of the as- 
taulting column, left tbe first and charged 
from the base efthe ridge into tho open field. 
In this stubborn grapple we lostheavijy, tu*. 
drove tbe rebels to their works. In the charge 
Capt. E. J. McDowell, of the 15th Ketncky, 
was killed. Tbe assault by Judah and Tnr- 
chin was one of the grandest spectacles I ev- 
er beheld. The lava of billets that rolled 
from the summit, intermingled with grape 
and canister, did dreadful havoc in onr 
ranks; but, notwithstanding, oar troops 
wavered not an instant. A half-hour’s des- 
perate struggle demonstrated the futility of 
the effort to Beale the works, and our forces 
retreated to the main line. The rebels began 
moseiDg on the extreme left, held by Stanley. 
Reinforcements were asked for, and Hooker, 
with Williams’s division, hurried to his supper’. 
Stan’ey occupied Round Hill. The rebels under 
Stewart assaulted in superior force and push- 
ed him steadily back. Our troops opposed all 
the resistance possible under the circum- 
stances, and, at two minutes before — o’clock, 
drove them in some confnslon into an open 
field, in the centre of which, between the ter- 
minus of two ridges, on a small knoll, was 
planted the old Simonson battery. The rebeis 
formed in line and made a desperate charge 
about dusk, but the battery succeeded in re- 
pulsing them. Hooker comes down the 
gorge, and, on double-quick, enters the fight, 
follows the enemy, and reoccupies the ground 
from which Stanley was driven. On the left, 
at four o’clock P. M., Generals Morgan L. 
Smith and Osterhans, of Logan’s corps, with 
one brigade each, the former on the right, and 
tbe latter on the left, charged from the ridge 
taken by Logan on the 13th, across the rolling 
ground toward Resaca, and drove the enemy 
frem bis first line of rifle-pits. 

The rebels, reinforced, charged back, and 
fighting of the most bloody character con- 
tinued until dusk, onr forces holding the rifle- 
pits. At ten (.’clock at night the enemy made 
a terrific night attack, bnt was handsomely 
repulseS with heavy loss. On the 16th the 
left, under Hooker, was ordered to assault 
the enemy’s right, which was evidently the 
key to the whole position. Brig.-Gen. Ward’s 
brigade was the assaulting column, and, after 
suffering a loss of three hnndred and eighty- 
f our men, took a hill held by a rebel brigade 
cf infantry and four guns. The fighting here 
was never surpassed for dashing gallantry, 
and the brigade was highly complimented 
on the ground by every general that witnessed 
the charge. General Ward was wounded 
shortly after the action begun, and Colonel 
Hsniior, of the 57th Indiana, assnmed com- 
mand of the brigade. 

Geary’s division, which was still farther to 
the left, also eDgaged in a terrific conflict, 
losing heavily. 

Last night, between twelve and one o’clock, 
i 1 e tcfniy withdrew, and crossed the Oorta- 
naula, burning ther. iiroad bridge, and tsk ng 
eff all his stores.

Mr. Garfield atked leave to introdace a bill 
for the more speedy banishment ofgnsrrillar. 

Objected to by Messrs. Eldridge and Ross, 
of Illinois. 

At the expiration of the morning hoar the 
House took up the Indian Appropriation bill. 
Various amendments were made, but of no 
Bpeeial importance, when the Comraiitee rose, 
and the bill was reported to the House, but 
finally acted upon. 

The House then adjourned. 

New York, May 18. 

The second edition of the World to-day 
says: The World, in common with the Jour- 
nal of Commerce and al! the city morning 
papdVp, was made the vietim of a maliciom 
hoax by some scoundrel, who, imitating the 
manifold copy of tbe Associated Press, sent 
arcund tLe extraordinary proclamation which 
appeared in onr columns this morning. Sup- 
posing it was ail right, tbe night edition puo- 
liebed it in good faith, and its falacv was not 
discovered until this morning, when the edi- 
tion was nearly worked off. 

The World does not stereotype its forms, as 
do sevsralof the morning pipers, and, as it 
is now working off a very heavy edition 
daily, we are compelled to go to press at an 
unusually early hour. The Journal of Com- 
merce was deceived in the same manner, aDd, 
of course, quite as innocently. The HerilJ 
was understood to have printed the false proc- 
lamation in their largeedition, bu', fortunate- 
ly for them, they discovered it in rime to sup- 
press it in the regular edition. W e regret ex 
ceedingly the publication, as we have a just 
pride in publishing none bnt reliable news, 
bnt it was one of those inexplicable accidents 
which is liable to happen to any newspaper 
establishment. 

Philadelphia, May 13. 

A special to the Bulletin from Washington 
says: General Wadsworth s body ha3 arri ved, 
and will be taken North to-morrow. The 
rebels had interred it in a black coffin. It 
was too much decomposed to embalm. 

A telegraphic messenger, employed in Pe- 
tersburg who has just escaped, iaforms me 
that Beauregard has been reinforced by Ran- 
som’s division, and the rebels were crowding 
their forces into Richmond by way of Gocers- 
boro and Danville. He states that there are 
five iron clads at Richmond, and that there 
aie heavy batteries on tbe James river from 
Wa wick to Drury Bluff. He believes that 
the rebels are making every effort to put their 
strength in Lee’s army against Grant. He 
says the prevailing, opinion in the country 
a-cund Richmond is, taat, if they can hild 
the capital during the campaign, the war will 
be terminated; consequently every effort is 
directed to its defence. Tbe rebels have gre it 
confidence in the generalship of Lee, and ex- 
tress the belief that tbe works around Rich- 
mond would have fallen a week since with 
any other commander. 

New Yore, May 18. 

A Tri 1 nte special, dated headquarters 17ch, 
says: T e enemy still bold his line north- 
west o ripottsylvania Court-house. Tbe full 
supply of rations to our men is kept up, and 
there will be no delay on that account. 

Breckinridge’s, and other rebel forces, h ive 
not joined Lee, but all kept busy guarding 
Lee’s communications. 

Tbe Tribune correspondent with Sigel, 
says ibatSigle’s loss was 600, and that of the 
enemy 1,000.

A number 
of then, nevertheless, drop off and perish iu 
the snow, particularly those who are suffering 
fiom wounds.

jfftimate of Grant and Lee: 

Thus far, onr army haa shown more steadi- 
ness, the enemy more mobility. Grant has 
been cool and inflexible, Lee fertile and dash- 
ing. The mancenTrmg in Friday’s battle waa 
all on the side of Lee, who evinced a readiness 
of resource and an easy promptitude in the 
handlisg of his troops which reflects credit 
lUike on nifl fteneralehip and on the never-fail- 
jog vigor bj which he wa 9 check-mated in 
all of his moves. A commander who ao m iny 
times during the day hurled a heavy and con- 
centrated mass of troops against his foe at dis- 
tant and unexpected points, with a suddenness 
Which outstripped the counter-concentration 
by *b‘ch they were repelled, and which ena- 
bled him to dictate and compel the movements 
of his adversary, but did not disclose the points 
of his own line which these repeated massings 
must have weakened and exposed, has dis- 
played an inventiveness in manoeuvring a%l 
a skill and promptness in execution, which 
prove him a great master of one branch of the 
military art. 

On the other hand, General Grant’s great 
quality (and it is one of the very highest) is 
an unconquerable tenacity of purpose. He is 
a soldier who cannot be shaken or daunted; 
whose imperturbable coolness cannot be 
ruffled by the most unexpected and threaten- 
ing incidents. Instead of losing his poise 
and getting into a flutter when this or that 
part of his line seems breaking and about to 
give way; he is incapable of believing its 
possibility, even though it be taking place 
before his eyes. A General who is made of 
this staunch stuff cannot easily be beaten. A 
defeat in battle is oftener a moral than a 
physical result; heavy fighting tends to 
bring on, on one side or the other, a moment 
of wavering and discouragement; and then 
an army succnmbs rather to these feelings 
than to a physical impossibility of prolong- 
ing the contest. If it fights on with daunt- 
less steadiness in the face of discouragement 
— and, still more, if it can never know the 
feeling — its superior morale may prove an 
oveimatch for the other side, which miy be 
overtaken by that sudden quailing which is 
the turning point of fortune. General Grant’s 
dogged ana indomitable tenacity, and his 
utter incredulity to the existence of danger, 
is an earnest that he will not be disconcerted 
by the moBt unexpected manoeuvres, nor 
yield, or allow his army to yield, ta a sudden 
and disastrous surprise. 

Lee, with his superior readiness and fertili- 
ty, has never given evidence of this stubborn 
and invincible persistence. He is the mobility 
and mighty dash of the wave, not the firmness 
of the rock. His courage, like the good man’s 
wrath, subsides with the going down of the 
sun. It was to at Antietam; it was so at 
Gettysburg; it was so again last Friday after 
the great battle of the Wilderness. In a pre- 
liminary engagement he is hopeful and buoy- 
ant; bnt when all his forces have been brought 
up and be has handled them like a m^ er 
through the hours of a long day, his over- 
strained faculties become relaxed after so much 
brilliant and fruitless endeavor; lassitude and 
loss of ardor fill the night — very likely a sleep- 
less night — with gloomy forebodings, and he 
has no stomach for renewing the fight the next 
Bay. The more phlegmatic and imperturba- 
ble Grant, whose insensibility to danger has 
not allowed him to be wrought up to a 
high pitch of excitement, does not sink into 
exhaustion when the day’s fightiag is over, 
and is ready to enter on the next day’s work 
with a mind which “bates no jot of heart or 
hope." This is a matter of mere temperament; 
but something akin to it has been possessed 
by nearly all great commanders. They have 
slept eoundly on the night before, and the night 
after, the moat (momentous battles; a certain 
indication that they possessed that strength 
and steadiness of the nervous system, which 
does not, as in the mere man of thought aad 
genins, wear itself out in self-consuming ex- 
citement. 

Other advantages seeming so nearly bal- 
anced, and our knowledge of the last two 
days’ movements being so slight and uu3atis- 
-factory, we have thought the mental habi- 
tudes of the two Generals a sounder basis of 
judgment than any other; the result of this 
great contest probably depending more on 
generalship than disparity of forces, or the 
successes thus far attained. Grant’s faculties 
are doubtless as fresh and his confidence as 
perfect as on the day he crossed the Rapid 
Afln; while Lee, since the splendid but un- 
availing exertion of Friday, is probably much 
less a General than be was on that day. If 
he could have a few days relaxation his abili- 
ties might again shine with their wonted 
luster; hut his mind must be under a con- 
stant straiD, and his men, having seen, for the 
third time, that the buoyant vigor of his 
fsculties cannot be sustained beyond one ex- 
hausting day, must begin to lose confidence in 
his fortune;

Information of a peculiar and grave ch or- 
acter, intimately involving the welfare of the 
country, comes to us from a highly responsi- 
ble source, and is of such a nature that we 
should not be justified ia withholding it from 
the public. Personally knowing nothing of 
the facts alleged, we give the statement in 
the language in which it was made to us, as 
follows: 

“A contract for the surrender of the trans- 
Mississippi country to the United States was 
made between the Government of the United 
States and Kirby Smith, commanding th9 
rebel forces west of the Mississippi river, Ca- 
sey and Butler being the agents of both par- 
ties in making the terms of agreement. Ca- 
sey is from Chicago, and Butler was formerly 
State Treasurer of Illinois; both are in the 
confidence of the Administration. 

“The information is derived directly from 
Casey himself. 

"The terms of the contract were as follows: 
“Kirby Smith agreed to retire from the 
country with his army and then disband it; 
he would destroy no property, but, on the 
contrary, surrender all Confederate cotton to 
the United States Government. 

“In Older to increase the amount to be thns 
given uo, he was largely engaged in its pur- 
chase from private parties, paying for the 
same double the amount offered by the agents 
of the rebel government, and then branding 
it ‘C. S. A.,’ that there might be no difficul- 
ties in the way of confiscation aad seizure by. 
the United States. 

“In return, the United States Government 
agreed to guarantee the safe exit from the 
country to Kirby Smith and his offirers, and 
pay for all cotton surrendered twenty cants 
per ponnd in foreign exchange; with which 
money Smith A Oo. were to retire to Europe. 
The Government also agreed ta respest pri- 
vate property and to prevent devastation aid 
plunder by the troops in their march into the 
interior. 

“Casey was asked whether private parties 
might not eugage in the business of buying 
Smith’s cotton, and replied that the matter 
had gone too far with tbo government. 

“Brigadier- General Eilet, commanding the 
Marine brigade, knew the fact of this arrange- 
ment, but it is not certain whether Major- 
General Banka was aware of it or not. 

“It appears that Gen. Banks and Aimiral 
Porter bad colluded in a gigantic cotton spec- 
ulation and swindle. They have been seiz- 
ing all the cetion they could lay their hands 
upon, and it it belonged to private parties 
they would brand it “C. S. A.,” and then con- 
fiscate it; they were also plundering the 
country — in both acts grossly violating the 
terms of agreement between the United 
States Government and Kirby Smith. 

* Kirby Smith, seeing his hopes of a retire- 
ment in ease and wealth thns dashed, and the 
cotton he had bought with his private means, 
together wiih his prospective riches, thui 
snatched from his grasp, was driven to mad- 
ness and desperation; instead, therefore, of 
retiring from the country, he was miking as 
much resistance as lay in his power, and was 
burning the cotton he would otherwise have 
gladly delivered to the United States Govern- 
ment. 

“Major-General Banks may have been ig- 
norant of the contract aforesaid; but it ap- 
pears that he bad abandoned his duties as 
commander of an army and neglected the real 
poims of his campaign for the purpose of lin- 
ing bis pockets with cotton — thus sacrificing 
the efficiency and safety of his army and the 
success of the cause to his own personal profir. 
Had he been successful, he could have defied 
the anger of the Administration, which hts 
interference with their plans will excite, and 
have thrown himself upon the populace, who 
ever judge of a m an's actions by the degree of 
sncceBS which attends them, and not by the 
intentions with which they were euterel 
upon; whereas, his failure will cause, if no 
more disastrous result, his immediate removal 
from command, and blast his hopes far the 
Presidency^ 

Whether or not it is true that Prince Alfred, 
as Lord Brougham remarked at the late So- 
cial Science Congress, is one of the best of 
princes, he has become an immsnso favorite 
among the Modern Athenians, soms of whom 
have gone the length of seeking locks of his 
hairfromthe barber who usually had the hon- 
or of cropping his Royal Highnes3 Like his 
elder brother, the Prince is a neavy smikar. 
Nothing, in tact, seems to plea30 him baiter 
than a good pipe of tobacco and a chat with 
two or thtee cheerful companions. He is alsi 
of a mechanical cast of mind, and in his 
smoking room at Holyreoi he ba3 fitted up 
a turning lathe, with which he was In the 
habit of amusing himself by making neat lit- 
tle boxes and other articles as protects for his 
visitors. In photographv he is remarkably 
proficient, having imbibed a strong relish for 
it from his mother, who is known to be prac- 
tically conversant with the art. and to nave 
instructed her family ia its details: i may 
farther mention, as facts which are not gen- 
erally known, ihat his Rjyal Highness is 
equally tioertnn the violin and harmonium.

A New Gon, and an 5xi'*rimsnt With 
It. — Mr. James Mackay, timber merchant, re- 
siding in Liverpool, has recently invented a 
new principle of gunnery, which promises to 
be a dangerous rival to all systems extant. 
The principle in all rifled cannon appears to 
have been to allow as little windage as possi- 
ble, and to make the shot fit the grooves of the 
piece, taking from them a rotation in its fl igbt. 
Mr. Mackay, on the other hand, has conceiv- 
ed the plan of having the grooves so arranged 
that, while the shot fits closely to their outer 
edges, the grooves are left open for winding. 
By this arrangement, the gas has to travel 
some feet further than the shot, and in doing 
this imparts a rapid and perfect "spin” to it. 

The shot are of cylindrical form, perfectly 
smooth, with conical heads, and cupped at the 
other end in proportion, so that each shot is 
perfectly balanced from the centre of its 
length. Mr. Mackay, in his patent, also 
claims a peculiarity in the wadding, which is 
of sawdust, by whicB, at the movement of the 
first ignition of the powder, the elasticity of 
the wadding moves forward the shot slightly; 
the effect is, that the whole of the powder is 
burnt, and the shock on the breach of the gun 
considerably lessened. Mr. Mackay has had 
a gun made upon this principle by the Mersey 
Steel and Iron Works Company. It is of 
wrought iron, weighs nine tons, has a bore of 
inches, and in other respects corresponds 
with the general features of the ordinary G8- 
pounder. 

There are twelve grooves, and as the shot 
does not enter these grooves, it allows a much 
sharper twist than in ordinary rifled guns. 
The velocity has been found to be 1.640 feet a 
second; the utmost range has not yet been 
tested. Messrs. Laird k Co , of Birkenhead, 
are now buildiDg an armor-plated vessel, 
called the Agiacourt, for the Government, 
and it was agreed to test the gnn against a 
section of the 6ide of that vessel. It was in- 
tended to make the trial on the 9th, bnt the 
unfavorable weather prevented its being pro- 
ceeded with. On the 11th, however, it was 
fine and clear, and the gun was fired against 
the target, resulting in a complete triumph of 
the gun. 

The target consisted of an outer plate, seven 
feet square and five and a- half inches thick, of 
rolled iron, next came nine inches of teak, 
then an inner plate or skin three- fourths of an 
inch thick, then angle iron and ribbing, and 
finally a backing up with timber balks and 
supports eighteen inches thick. The plates 
were stated on competent authority to be the 
best that can be made of rolled iron. Messrs. 
Laird supplied the whole, and expressed con- 
fidence in the state of the target. The gnn 
was fired in the presence of Mr. Jame3 
Mackay, Mr. D. Mackay, Mr. Bonek, and 
other gentlemen, shortly after eight o’clock in 
tlje morning. The gnn was charged with 
thirty pounds of powder and a cast steel 
shot, weighing one hundred and sixty-seven 
pounds, made by Messrs. Thomas Firth & Son, 
of Sheffield. The range was two hundred 
yards. The shot struck the target with a dull 
thug a little below the ball’s eye on the right, 
and in the very strongest part, where it was 
backed up by the rib of the ship’s side, the 
angle iron, and the timber balk. 

At the point of impact a perfectly circular 
hole was cut. The shot then powdsied the 
teak, passed through the inner skin and the 
angle-iron, shattered the timber balk into 
fragments, and was picked no eighty-two 
yaids beyond the target, together with a cir- 
cular piece of the iron armor, about eighty 
pounds weight, it had carried with it through 
the back supports. The sand shoved that it 
had spun to the last. About seventy frag- 
ments of iron, bolts and fragments of the in- 
ner skin and angle-iron, were picked up one 
hundred yards from the target. The shot 
when found was reduced from thirteen inches 
to eleven inches in length, and increased 
about an inch and a halt in diameter at the 
end which struck the target. The other eni 
was uninjured. The whole target was forced 
back about six inches, and so much deranged 
that more shots were not fired. Sir John 
Jones, Captain Fi3her, R. N., Captain White, 
R. N., Mr. Nicholson (civil engineer), Capt. 
lnxian, and many other gentlemen, inspected 
the gnn and targets daring tho morning; and 
all expressed the greatest astonishment at the 
performances of the gnn. 

Sba Anemones. — W e can compare the 
whole submerged wall to nothing else than 
a parterre of most brilliant flowers, taken 
bodily and set on end. The eye is bewildered 
with their number and variety, and knows not 
which to look at first. Here are the rosy ane- 
mones, with a firm flsshy column of rich 
Sienna brown, paler toward the b^3s, and 
with the upper part studded with indistinct 
spots, marking the situation of certain org ins 
which have an adhesive power. The diskis 
ofa pale neutral tint, with a crimson mouth 
in the centre, and a Circumference of crowded 
tentacles of the most lovely rose-purple, the 
rich hue of that lovely flower that bears the 
name of General Jacqueminot. In those 
specimens that are meet widely opened this 
tentacular fringe forms a blossom whose 
petals overhang the concealed column, ex- 
panding to the width of an inch or more, bnt 
there are others in which the expansion is less 
complete in different degrees, and these all 
givo distinct phases of loveliness. We find a 
few amongst the rest, which, with the charac- 
teristically colored tentacles, have the column 
and the disk of a creamy white, and one in 
which thedi3k 4 b ot a brilliant orange, inclin- 
ing to scarlet. Most lovely little creatures are 
they all. 

Commingled wiih these charming rose3, 
there are others which attain a larger size, and 
occur in even greater abundance. They are 
frequently an inch and a halt in diameter when 
expanded, and some are even larger than this. 
Ycu may know them at once by observing 
that tho outer row of tentacles, and occasion- 
ally also some of the others, are of a scarlet 
bue, which, when examined minutely, is seen 
to be produced by a sort of core of that rich 
hue pervading the pellucid tentaclo. The spe- 
cies is commonly known as the scarlet-fringed 
anemone. The inner rows of tentacles, which 
individually are larger than those of the outer 
rows, are pale, marked at thebiss with strong 
bars of black. The disk is very variable in 
hue, bnt the column is for the mo3t part of 
the same rich brown as we saw in the rosy. 
Yet, though these are characteristic colors, 
there are specimens which diverge exceeding- 
ly from them; and some approach so near 
the roses as to be scarcely distinguished from 
them. Generally, however, the scarlet-cored 
outer tentacles, and a peculiar habit of throw- 
ing the tentacular margin of the disk into 
crumpled (olds, willfiie round sufficient to de- 
termine this very handsome kind of anemone 
from its nearest allies. 

There are multitudes, too, of a charmiag 
little kind, which, on account of the pare 
whiteness of the crown of tentacles, is known 
aff the snowy. The disk is of the same spot- 
less bue, and the column of a light drab, deep- 
ening into pale olive toward the summit. 
With the exception of its colors, this speci -s 
has a very close resemblance to the rosy, with 
which it is generally associated, even as we 
see it here, and the orange-disk, one of ex- 
ceeding loveliness, which you might fancy a 
cross-breed between the rosy and the snowy, 
having the rich brown column of the former 
and the white tentacles of the latter, but that 
it has a character of its own in the disk, belag 
of the most brilliant orange-red. All these 
are scattered in the most abundant profusion, 
looking like gems sown on the rough rock; 
or, as 1 compared them before, like gorgeous 
composite flowers, of which yon might easily 
fancy the little tufts of green aad narple 
Alga to be the proper leaves. — Good WorJi. 

A London correspondent of a provincial 
paner speaks of the Duke of Sutherland as a 
Duke who fraternizes with the fire brigade, 
and takes his regular turn of duty, with a 
Brother nobleman of the same tastes as him- 
self, at one or other of the brigade stations 
three or four nights a week.
